The newest indictment includes 
Abuse of Public Trust over 
$100,000 - which spans the time 
frame of January 1,2009 through 
October 15, 2013. VowelTs bail 
was set at $50,000, with her 
arraignment set for May 8 at 
9:30 a.m. A Pretrial Conference 
has also been set for June 26, 
2014 at 9:30 a.m. Her previous 
Pretrial Conference on the 
earlier charges was continued.

New technology causes issue for county dispatch

When Fulton County Dis¬ 
patch went live in late October 
2012 the main focus was to 
provide the best possible 911 
service to the people of Fulton 
County. Fulton County’s 911 
calls are dispatched through the 
Kentucky State Police (KSP) 
call center located in Mayfield 
for those entities in Post Area L 
Approximately two months 
ago SolarCom began providing 
services to Fulton County Disp- 
tach. “We are still having issues 
since we went with SolarCom,” 
stated Fulton County Sheriff 
Bobby Hopper during the Fulton 
County Fiscal Court meeting on 


Monday, May 12. “We had no 
choice but to go with them.” 

J.L. Atwill, added that the 
KSP, AT&T and COT (Com¬ 
monwealth Office of Technol¬ 
ogy) did not anticipate the prob¬ 
lems that they are experiencing. 
“They are having to work out 
those problems with those agen¬ 
cies.” 

One of the issues resolved was 
the dropping of 911 calls in the 
middle of the call. “At first they 
wouldn’t let us have a telephone 
in dispatch that would work 
for 911. They wanted us to use 
headsets only,” explained Sher¬ 
iff Hopper. “They have since let 
us use a phone for back up so 
we shouldn’t have any problem 


with 911. They tell us the prob¬ 
lem is with the switching at Post 
Area 1 and they are trying to re¬ 
solve that issue.” 

“Technology is wonderful 
when it works as designed,” 
stated Fulton County Judge/Ex¬ 
ecutive David Gallagher. “The 
State Police contracted for the 
technology and all dispatches 
are affected. We work on these 
things daily and put safeguards 
in place because of the neces¬ 
sity to deal with any situation 
that occurs.”

Use of Food 
Stamps rises in 
Fulton County

and Tim Marema 

The use of food stamps in 
Fulton County increased during 
the recession, assisting families 
in stretching their food dollars, 
contributing to local spending 
and helping spark a national 
debate about the future of the 
federal nutrition program. 

The proportion of Fulton 
County residents receiving food 
stamps hit 31.5 percent in 2011, 
according to the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture (USDA) Food 
and Nutrition Services. That’s 
an increase of 4.6 percentage 
points since 2007, the year the 
recession started. 

Across Kentucky, 19.3 percent 
of residents in 2011 received 
support from the Supplemental 
Nutrition Assistance Program 
(SNAP), as the food stamp 
program is officially known.

Little League: Base Hits, not 
Bruises 

Dear Editor, 

As sure as its flowers, May 
treats us to the crack of the 
bat and the sprint to steal 
second. Little League’s sheer 
fun delivers moments our kids 
and their parents will forever 
treasure. 

All the more reason to ensure 
it’s a safe experience. In fact, 
injuries like sore shoulders and 
sprained ankles are avoidable 
with a few precautions. 

“What’s important to keep 
in mind at this age is open 
and honest communication 
between the player and the 
supervising adults (coaches 
and parents), “observes Dr. 
Mark McGinnis, orthopedic 
surgeon at Owensboro Health 
Orthopedics. “The child should 
be able to express symptoms of 
fatigue or pain without feeling 
pressured to stay in the game or 
‘fight through it.’” 

Some helpful reminders: 

Stick to guidelines for using 
pitchers. Shoulder and elbow 
injuries are common results 
of too much pitching. Dr. 
McGinnis stresses that “there 
are now clear guidelines for 
pitch counts, rest periods and 
even age recommendations for 
the types of pitches thrown.” 
A player “should not pitch on 
consecutive days even if it is 
for two different teams with 
different coaches.” Consult 
the American Sports Medicine 
Institute’s website, www.amsi. 
org . for age-specific pitch count 
limits. 

Equipment. Properly fitting 
batting helmets are a must—at 
bat, on the bases, and waiting 
to bat. Catchers should always 
wear helmets, throat guards, 
facemasks and full chest 
protectors. 

Breakaway bases. When a 
player slides into a stationary 
base, the odds of ankle, foot 
and lower-leg injuries increase. 
Physicians recommend 

“breakaway bases” that snap 
on to an implanted rubber mat. 
These can break off when met 
by a sliding runner, limiting 
possible injuries.

Dear Dave,

Dear Mike, 

I have a very simple rule for 
situations like this. If someone 
is bold enough to ask me for my 
money, I can be bold enough 
to attach requirements to the 
money for their own good. 

One of two things will happen 
when you handle things in this 
manner. They’ll welcome the 
help and graciously accept your 
conditions, or they’ll get mad 
and act like you have no right 
interfering in their business. I 
don’t have a problem helping 
people who have a good heart 
and really need a break. But if 
someone cops an attitude with 
me in this situation, I wouldn’t 
break out my wallet anytime 
soon. 

Regardless, if you choose to 
do this, I’d make the money a gift 
and not a loan. Concentrate on 
trying to get her on a path where 
she thinks a little straighter, 
and, as a result, she will make 
better choices. Teach her how 
to make and live off a budget 
or help her enroll in a personal 
finance course. But right now, 
just handing her money is like 
giving a drunk a drink. 

This whole situation is a lot 
bigger than giving someone $35 
for diapers. The answer to that 
is easy. It’s yes. But in this case 
I’d probably give it to her in 
the form of a grocery store gift 
card. Many of those don’t allow 
alcohol and cigarette purchases. 
Or, I’d just go buy diapers and 
baby food and take them to her. 
Actually helping people is a lot 
more work than just throwing 
money at them. To really help 
someone, you have to get down 
in their mess and walk beside 
them. 

Financially speaking, her 
problem is just as much 
mismanagement of money as it 
is a lack of money. Anyone who 
chooses smokes and alcohol 
over diapers for their kid needs

“The Affordable Care Act” 
helps senior citizens 

“The Affordable Care Act” 
(ACA) signed into law on 
March 23, 2010 it aims to 
provide seniors with greater 
access to health care coverage, 
to help improve the quality of 
services delivered and reduce 
the rate of increase in health care 
spending. The Affordable Care 
Act is to coordinate providers 
and beneficiaries so that the care 
is improved and unnecessary 
spending reduced. 

The Affordable Care Act 
offers the following benefits, 
which include savings for 
seniors on the average of about 
$5,000 per senior over the next 
ten years. 

Preventive services and annual 
wellness visits are offered to 
Medicare beneficiaries with no 
out-of-pocket costs. 

The ACA reforms are making 
Medicare Part B Premiums more 
efficient and reduce health care 
cost. This is to help keep Part B 
Premiums from rising. 

Part B Premiums for 2014 is 
$104.90 and the Part B annual 
deductible is $147, the same as 
in 2013. 

Each year beneficiaries pay a 
reduced cost for brand name and 
generic drugs in the coverage 
gap that is called the donut 
hole automatically receive 52.5 
percent discount on brand-name 
drugs and about a 28 percent 
discount on generic drugs. Many 
seniors will save on average 


about $1,265 per beneficiary. 

The ACA includes new 
resources and tools to protect 
taxpayer dollars by preventing 
fraud in Medicare and Medicaid. 
There are also tougher 
penalties for people who steal 
from Medicare and more 
law enforcement to identify 
criminals abusing the law and 
beneficiaries.

Nationally, 14.8 percent of 
the population receives SNAP 
benefits. 

Places like Fulton County, 
which are located outside 
metropolitan areas, tend to 
have a higher percentage 
of the population receiving 
SNAP benefits. That’s because 
incomes are generally lower in 
nonmetropolitan counties. 

The inflation-adjusted median 
household income in Fulton 
County in 2011 was $29,352, 
compared to the Kentucky 
median of $42,610. Nationally, 
median household income was 
$52,306 in 2011. 

In 2011, residents of Fulton 
County received a combined 
$4,468,067 in SNAP benefits. 
The USDA reports that each 
$5 in SNAP benefits generates 
$9.20 in spending. 

SNAP benefits start to 
circulate in the economy quickly. 
Participants spend nearly all 
their food stamps within one 
month of receipt, according to a 
study by the University of New 
Hampshire Carsey Institute. 

Grocers say they feel the 
impact of SNAP and other 
USDA nutrition programs like 
Women, Infants and Children 
(WIC). 

“Without SNAP and WIC, 
we wouldn’t be able to make 
it,” wrote the owner of the Mill 
City Market in the small town 
of Mill City, Ore., in a survey of 
rural grocers conducted by the 
Oregon Food Bank and Kansas 
State University Rural Grocery 
Initiative. 

Owners know they have to 
stock the shelves to prepare 
for more business when SNAP 
benefits hit the streets, said 
David Procter with the Rural

It’s not just the mom-and- 
pop stores that see a bump from 
food-stamp spending in small 
towns and rural areas. Walmart 
reported in a recent Securities 
and Exchange Commission 
filing that a decrease in SNAP 
benefits last year could affect the 
retail giant’s bottom line. 

Average SNAP benefits 
nationally fell about $30 a 
month per family in November 
after a temporary increase that 
was part of the 2009 economic 
stimulus package. More funding 
decreases are on the way. 

This summer, Congress 
agreed to trim about $8 billion 
from SNAP over the next 
decade. Backers of the cuts said 
the program had expanded too 
much in recent years and was 
creating too much reliance on 
government assistance. SNAP 
expenditures increased 135 
percent between 2007 and 2011. 

U.S. Rep. Eric Cantor (Va.- 
R) backed a measure that would 
have removed SNAP from the 
farm bill entirely. 

“While [SNAP] is an 
important part of our safety 
net, our overriding goal should 
be to help our citizens with the 
education and skills they need to 
get back on their feet so that they 
can provide for themselves and 
their families,” Rep. Cantor said 
during congressional debate. 

Food stamps have been part 
of the farm bill for the past 
50 years. The legislation’s 
combination of farming and 
nutrition programs has helped 
ensure the bill receives broad 
backing from farm-country 
representatives and more urban- 
based members who support 
anti-poverty programs. 

That alliance was tested but 
held with the passage of the 
2014 farm bill.

raised through donations by 15 
companies and 13 individuals. 

Between the Four Rivers 
Foundation and the Pilot Acad¬ 
emy 25 scholarship recipients 
received funding for college 
classes. This year alone 75% 
of the juniors at Fulton County 
High School (FCHS) and 100% 
of the seniors took advantage of 
the programs, taking dual credit 
courses.

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Collins updates 
school board 
on the district’s 
progress

Back in September 2013, 
Fulton County Schools 
Superintendent Aaron Collins 
presented a 30-60-90 day plan 
to the Fulton County School 
Board. On Wednesday, May 7, 
Collins updated the board on 
the school’s progress with a 
capstone presentation. 

“This is a close community 
whowantstoachieveProficiency, 
Positive Relationships, and 
Pilot Pride,” began Collins. 
“Our Pilot Academy has grown 
to new heights with students 
signed up for dual credit courses 
that would have cost them over 
$92,000 if they paid regular 
tuition rates.” 

Having a good understanding 
of the Quality Core, Graduation 
Rate, and College and Career 
Readiness is becoming evident 
at the district with an academic 
growth in their 2012-2013 test 
scores, growing nine AMO 
points, die highest in the 
WKEC. 

“We are striving to building 
relationships within the school 
district and the community,” 
Collins added. “Board members 
are participating in school 
functions and Pilot Pride has 
returned as the Booster Club 
received positive feedback 
while obtaining sponsorships.” 

According to Collins, 
everything the school district 
does is wrapped around their 
mission. 

• Proficiency - Using 
diagnosis testing to diagnose 
student achievement and then 
design a plan that will improve 
student academic achievement 
at all grade levels. “As a 
district, we feel that 39% of our 
students being on grade level 
are unacceptable,” he said. “We 
continue to learn about the new 
accountability system and how 
it works. We now understand 
the difference in how the high 
schools accountability differs 
from elementary.” 

The district is Improving 
academically, but needs to move 
towards proficiency, which is 
70% in the state. “In order to do 
this we have designed a CDIP 
to assess our administrators 
and teacher towards state 
proficiency,” noted Collins. 

• Positive Relationships - 
Collins has meet with every 
board member, prominent 
members of the community, 
joined the Hickman Rotary 
Club, participated in community 
functions and extra-curricular 
activities involving the school 
district to build positive 
relationships. “My family and I 
are committed to Fulton County 
as we live in the county and 
three of our children attend 
Fulton County Schools,” he 
said. “We strive to be transparent 
and when we make a mistake, 
we admit the mistake as well 
as correct the problem. I have 
strived to meet every employee 
in the district as well as those 
that work at the Fulton County 
Area Technology Center.” 

• Pilot Pride - “We desire to 
have Pilot Pride in all we do!” 
Collins stated. “We have worked 
diligently on the ‘little things’ in 
terms of facility pride.” Picking 
up trash, painting, cleaning and 
manicuring the grounds are 
some of die little things they 
are doing to make a noticeable 
difference right now. The 
board has also devised a plan 
to make some much needed 
facilities improvements at the 
elementary/middle school. 
Approximately $3.8 million 
dollars will be needed to make 
these improvements. “We have 
met with Hillard and Lyons 
to discuss the possibility of 
having a bonding potential of $4 
million,” Collins said. “We are 
paying attention to the Facility 
Plan.” 

Colhnswillcontinuetoaddress 
the areas of finance, evaluations, 
school calendar, financial 
calendar, and circle of trust 
with administration. Building 
on the working relationship he 
currently has with the board, 
Collins will focus on areas that 
include being proactive, student 
focus, facilities planning, and 
rewarding faculty and staff for 
district growth. 

In conclusion Collins provided 
the board with his professional 
growth plan, concentrating on 
three main items: 

• Proficiency - Be proficient 
in the Professional Growth 
Effectiveness System (will 
improve teaching which 
will improve academic 
achievement). 

• Positive Relationships 
- Proactive Communications 
with board members and the 
community. 

• Pilot Pride - An effective 
budget that will allow for 
enhanced facilities that our 
students and community will 
take pride in.
